mony. And, being a very close knit organization, invi¬ 
tations to the ultimate weddings, would of course, in- 
I elude the boss and other members of my fine crew, 
which, as it always turned out, was not the smartest thing 
to do. We were hard working, dedicated to tlie Service 
and to each other and loved to play practical jokes. 
Loading all of the lunch boxes with rocks for some hap¬ 
less crew member to carry out at the end of the day in 
his specific knapsack, was routine initiation practice. 

But, the most fun and the most unappreciated of all 
our jokes was a wedding where the bridegroom would 
j be spirited away from the wedding party by a group of 
his friends, driven into the far reaches of the forest and 
released to find his own way back to his very anxious 
bride. Now, to calm the more sensitive types who might 
think this to be a terrible thing to do, it was not under¬ 
taken with neophytes, tenderfeet, someone who out¬ 
weighed any one of us by fifty pounds or more, those 
prone to violence, or those who possessed a belt in any 
of the martial arts.

My Fair Lady was 
adapted from (Jeorge Ber¬ 
nard Shaw’s “Pygmalion.” 

Shaw not only did not 
write it as a musical, but, 
years later, when urged to 
convert it to one, insisted 
that it quite clearly could 
not be done. That was the 
case until after his death. 

George Bernard Shaw 
finished writing the play 
“Pygmalion” in 1913 
which celebrated his love 
for phonetics and gave him 
a vehicle to highlight the 
charms of an actress for 
whom he had great affec¬ 
tion. But, his road to liter¬ 
ary fame was long and 
bumpy. Bom in Dublin in 
1856, Shaw came to Lon¬ 
don at 20 , quite penniless.

Harbicht said that he wasn’t clear that the Council as a 
whole had a financial policy. “Our first balanced bud¬ 
get in several years passed on a 3-2 vote,” Harbicht 
noted, adding that it was Roncelli and Gail Marshall who 
voted against that budget. 

Harbicht’s comments were not taken well by 
Marshall, who responded, “In case Mr. Harbicht didn’t 
understand our ‘no’ vote, it wasn’t that we (she and 
Roncelli) were opposed to a balanced budget. We 
wanted to spend more time and see if we could do bet¬ 
ter.” Marshall added that she felt “violated” by 
Harbicht’s conunents. 

Mayor Gary Kovacic brought with him some goals 
for himself for the year, as well as some suggested New 
Year’s Resolutions for Arcadians in general. Those reso¬ 
lutions include: I) Shop Arcadia whenever possible. 2) 
Don’t look to the City to solve all of your problems. 3)

in having to try to explain 
her Faith as a CCD teach¬ 
er.

matter for Pacific League 
supremacy are Arcadia at 
Crescenta Valley, and 
Crescenta Valley at Arca¬ 
dia. Last year, each of 
those games ended in a tie, 
and the Apaches and Fal¬ 
cons shared the league ti¬ 
tle at 8-0-2. This year, the 
Apaches hope to do better. 

How good is this year’s 
version of a perennially 
strong program? First year 
head coach Shelby Elliott, 
herself a former Apache 
soccer star who went on to 
Cal Poly Pomona and cur¬ 
rently plays semipro ball 
for the Premier League 
team Ajax, says that when 
she met with the team for 
the first time, she wasn’t 
sure what to expect; after 
watching the team, she of¬ 
fered the Apaches her as¬ 
sessment of this year’s 
team: “I told them we can 
win the whole thing. This 
is a potential CIF champi¬ 
onship team,” Elliott .says. 

While that may seem to 
be a bold prediction, Arca- 
dia’s impressive 13-0-1 
preseason is consistent | 
with the type of team El¬ 
liott believes she has. Ar¬ 
cadia also won two tourna¬ 
ments this year, the presti¬ 
gious Claremont tourna¬ 
ment, and the Magnolia 
tournament. Can this team 
win a CIF championship? 

In the Magnolia tourna¬ 
ment, Arcadia handled de¬ 
fending Division I CIF 
champions Mission Viejo 
with relative ease, posting 
a 2-0 shutout. Arcadia is 
also 2-0 against Clare¬ 
mont, a powerhouse each 
year. Claremont has been 
Arcadia’s toughest oppo¬ 
nent this year, says Elliott; 
yet Arcadia has prevailed 
in their two contests, 2-1 
and 1-0. 

Arcadia’s success was 
somewhat predictable; the 
team has 10 seniors, and 
suffered almost no losses 
to graduation last June. 
Still, the level of play has 
increased beyond expecta¬ 
tion, thanks in part to El¬ 
liott’s restructuring of the
